Protect* Woman Accused of Sending 
Poisoned Candy. 
Des 
Moines, 
la., 
March 9.—Mrs. 
Sherman Dye, of Boone, accused of 
sending poisoned candy to Miss Rens, 
Nelson, at Pierre, 8. D„ of whom she 
was Jealous and from which the Pierra 
woman died, cannot be extradited for 
the crime.

Washington, March 9 —The senate 
committee on privileges and elections 
In the Investigation of the protests 
against Senator Reed Smoot, of Utah, 
brought out a variety of testimony 
of which the most sensational was 
that given by Francis M. Lyman, pres 
Ident of the Twelve Apostles of the 
Mormon church, and the man chosen 
to be 
the successor of President 
Smith. 
His admissions were similar 
to those 
previously made by Mr. 
Smith pertaining to the church gov­ 
ernment. 
He is more free of speech 
than the president of the church, and 
his testimony, though not materially 
differing, caused several of the apos­ 
tles present to shake their heads at 
the witness for the purpose of com­ 
pelling more discretion in answering 
questions. Mr. Lyman is an angularly 
built man, his face is covered with a 
growth of bushy rod whiskers and his 
speech is blunt. 
Referring to the evidence adduced 
the day before that Senator Smoot 
had to gain the consent of the apostles 
before running for his high office, Mr. 
Lyman said the principle of getting 
consent was that a shepherd could 
not leave his flock of sheep until his 
successor came to take charge and 
therefore it was required that officials 
must 
get 
authority 
before leaving 
their official duties in the church. 
'Apostles Grant and Teasdale were 
chosen by ’revelation' to President 
Snow,” said Mr. Lyman, “and a ’reve­ 
lation* also was given me in relation 
to these men.” He explained that the 
latter “revelation" came after Presi­ 
dent Snow had told him the names 
of the men he wanted chosen to the 
vacancies.

was asked 
what distinction he made between the 
j “revelations ’ he obeyed and those he 
j did not obey. 
“I suppose you mean the laws I 
have confessed tnat I have violated 
J in cohabitating with plural wives?”

Vengeful 
Mob 
at 
Springfield 
Only 
Quelled by Ailitia. 
Springfield, O., March 9 — Following 
the lynching of the negro Dixon on 
Monday night, the mob last night took 
possession 
of the “levee” district, 
largely populated by negroes and a 
square of old buildings la that quar­ 
ter was burned. 
The buildings thus 
destroyed were for the most part ne­ 
gro saloons, dwellings and small room­ 
ing houses. 
Proceeding the firing of the build­ 
ing the mob, at a distance of a hund­ 
red feet, shot at the front of the 
building for a half hour but it is not 
known whether any of the occupants 
had remained in the building, and If 
they did whether any fatalities result­ 
ed from the shooting. 
Five compa­ 
nies of militia had been ordered out 
by Gov. Herrick upon request of May­ 
or Bowlus, to supplement the two 
companies at Springfield, and the ar­ 
rival of the guards about 1 o’clock 
convinced the lawless element that 
composed the mob that the authori­ 
ties were in earnest, and the mob 
speedily thinned out and finally disap­ 
peared. 
Intense excitement prevails, which 
not even the presence of several com­ 
panies of national guard can allay. 
This excitement is shared by all the 
business ra^n and property owners of 
the city, who fear that some negroes 
will attempt to avenge the burning of 
the levee district by firing the down­ 
town business houses or their homes 
In the residence 
district. 
Not 
a 
fourth of the business district of the 
city is under patrol by either militia 
or police, and It looks as If & close 
guard would have to be kept for sev­ 
eral days to prevent further incendi­ 
arism.
